Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1959. 

The  statistics  as  requested  by  the  Ministry  are  set  out 
below  and  on  subsequent  pages,  and  are  very  satisfactory. 

The  live  birth  rate  was  19.00  (England  and  Wales  16.5). 

The  crude  death  rate  was  10.41  (England  and  Wales  11.6). 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  22.05  (England  and  Wales  22.0) 

The  stillbirth  rate  was  7.29  (England  and  Wales  20*7)  . 

Maternal  mortality  was  Nil. 


Notifications  of  infectious  disease  numbered  699. 

Of  these,  615  were  due  to  measles,  the  first  case  being  notified 
on  January  3rd  in  Bootle.  After  this  the  incidence  for  the 
next  three  months  was  all  in  Millom  and  Haverigg,  but  in  April 
cases  occurred  again  in  Bootle  and  by  June  the  epidemic  had 
spread  to  Seascale.  The  disease  was  of  moderate  severity  and 
no  child  had  to  be  removed  to  hospital. 


In  July  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  in  Bootle  and 
in  October  five  more  at  Silecroft  and  Millom.  During  November 
and  December  there  were  22  more  cases,  mainly  in  Millom  and 
The  Green.  The  type  of  Illness  was  in  every  case  extremely 
mild,  the  patient  being  ill  for  about  a  day  before  rapid 
improvement  set  in. 


Whooping  cough,  49  cases,  broke  out  in  November  and 
December.  The  illness  was  modified  in  most  cases  by  previous 
inoculations.  Whooping  cough  prophylaxis  does  not  give  nearly 
such  complete  protection  as  is  the  case  with  diphtheria: 
nevertheless  it  is  well  worth  while  because  if  an  attack  does 
occur  in  spite  of  it,  this  is  so  much  less  severe. 

There  was  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  in  1959,  but  the 
immunisation  campaign  against  it  was  intensified  throughout  the 
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year,  2,610  receiving  three  doses  and  1,899  two. 

The  exceptionally  dry  summer  with  an  unprecedented  amount 
of  sunshine  was  perhaps  the  most  striking  feature  of  the  year. 

As  the  rainfall  during  the  preceding  winter  had  been  low,  drought 
followed.  Pumping  was  started  on  dune  2nd  and  continued  until 
July  26th,  apart  from  one  short  breakdown.  It  was  recommenced 
on  August  19th  and  kept  up  until  October  19th,  In  spite  of 
pumping  for  20  hours  out  of  the  24,  the  level  of  the  reservoir 
fell  so  much  that  severe  restrictions  had  to  be  imposed  on 
September  10th  forbidding  baths  and  the  washing  of  clothes. 

The  last  two  months  of  the  year,  with  rainfall  figures  of  8,22” 
and  10.70:?  respectively,  remedied  the  situation  to  a  considerable 
degree • 


Housing  was  apparently  at  a  standstill  during  1959,  but 
the  scheme  for  building  Agod  Persons’  Bungalows  in  Devonshire 
Road  was  developed  further,  and  in  September  a  small  sub-committee 
went  to  Redcar  to  see  Gregory  bungalows  and  houses.  These 
traditional  type  buildings  made  a  very  favourable  impression, 
and  it  was  recommended  to  the  Housing  Committee  that  enquiries 
should  be  made  into  the  cost  of  building  this  kind  of  bungalow 
in  Devonshire  Road. 

Two  plans  for  building  houses  in  Millom  were  put  forward 
by  a  private  contractor,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  planning 
permission  had  been  granted  for  the  smaller  of  these  in  Moor  Road, 
These  privately  built  houses  should  ease  the  housing  situation  in 
Millom  to  a  great  extent,  as  it  is  anticipated  that  a  number  of 
Council  tenants  will  move  into  them,  thus  freeing  more  houses  for 
those  on  the  waiting  lists. 

No  major  sewage  works  were  undertaken  in  the  period  under 
review,  but  repairs  to  existing  sewers  wore  carried  out  in  several 
instances , 

The  Comprehensive  School  was  officially  opened  by 
H.R.H.  Princess  Alexandra  on  November  4th,  but  had  actually  been 
in  use  since  September.  The  school  offers  wonderful  opportunities 
in  many  directions  to  its  pupils  and  the  advantages,  especially 
to  children  from  the  rural  areas,  are  incalculable.  The  beautiful 
Alexandra  Hall,  which  seats  400,  supplies  a  long  felt  need  in 
Millom. 

As  I  am  due  to  retire  on  June  30th,  this  will  be  my  last 
report.  I  should  like  to  say  how  much  I  have  enjoyed  being 
your  medical  officer,  and  to  thank  you  all  for  making  the  work 
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so  pleasant.  For  your  unfailing  support,  and  to  the  staff  for 
their  great  sense  of  co-operation,  I  am  most  grateful.

Pith  the  exception  of  the  Santon  Area  supply,  which  is  received 
in  bulk  from  the  Ennerdalc  R.D.C.,  all  supplies  are  chlorinated.  Alien 
contamination  of  a  raw  water  is  indicated  by  increased  "Chlorine 
demand"  the  gathering  grounds  of  that  particular  source  are  inspected 
to  ascertain  the  probable  cause.  Quite  frequently  contamination  is 
caused  by  the  un!  uriod  bodies  of  animals,  particularly  sheep.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  ray  24th.  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
oarried  out  by  this  Department  in  relation  to  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
area  for  the  year  ending  31st»  December,  1959* 

In  addition  to  the  usual  routine  work  of  the  department,  which  now  covers  a 
very  wide  variety  of  duties,  there  have  been  many  other  works  of  importance  to 
which  attention  has  had  to  be  given  which  will  be  noted  under  the  appropriate  headings 
and  sections  of  the  Report, 

Rent  Act,  1957* 

The  applications  anticipated  under  this  Act  unfortunately  have  not  been 
forthcoming,  and  the  hopes  that  had  been  entertained  of  its  successful  operation 
have  not  been  fulfilled*  As  in  the  preceding  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954> 
little  or  no  advantage  has  boon  taken  by  either  owners  or  occupiers.

A  revolutionary  change  in  name  has  now  been  given  to  this  Act,  which  is  now 
known  as  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959*  Under  this  Act,  applications 
for  financial  assistance  can  now  bo  made  for  two  typos  of  Grants,  viz:  ’’Standard11 
and  ’’Discrotionaiy”  •  The  ’’Standard”  Grant  covers  five  specified  amenities  with 
a  maximum  sum  allowed  for  any  particular  improvement  or  improvements  not  a.lrcady 
provided  at  the  dwelling  house  for  which  the  application  is  being  mado. 

Having  now  boon  operating  this  Act  for  the  latter  part  of  tho  year  under  review, 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  this  typo  of  Grant  has  boon  in  groa.t  demand  by  tho 
public,  and  applications  arc  still  increasing  in  numbers. 
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Any  repairs  which  are  considered  necessary  are  pointed  out  to  the  owner  at 
the  tine  the  inspection  of  the  pronisos  is  carried  out. 

Ubw  houses  for  old  cannot  be  provided  in  sufficient  numbers  to  give 
everyone  the  amenities  and  conveniences  which  are  considered  necessary  to 
a  decent  arid  healthy  life*  The  advent  of  this  Act,  however,  is  transforming 
the  older  properties  into  new. 

Unfortunately,  again  it  is  the  owner/ occupiers  who  are  talcing  the 
initiative,  but  I  find  that  the  majority  of  applications  are  being  received 
from  occupiers  who  are  now  purchasing  the  houses  they  are  living  in  and 
modernising  thorn  with  the  aid  they  can  obtain  under  this  Act. 

It  appears  certain  that  the  properties  which  will  benefit  by  the  Act 
will  be  the  older  type  and  those  x/orth  saving,  and  so  prevent  the  continuing 
deterioration  of  these  national  assets e 

It  is  rcgrcifciblc  that  the  publicity  work  among  the  landlords  has  boon 
less  fruitful.  Apparently  more  persovor  ancc  will  bo  necessary  to  persuade 
them  to  participate  in  the  advantages  this  Act  has  to  offer. 

The  Council  has  itself  taken  such  advantage  by  providing  bathroom 
facilities  at  3  dwelling  houses  in  Lonsdale  Road,  Millom,  and  I  trust  that 
consideration  will  be  given  in  the  future  to  giving  the  same  amenities  to 
other  properties  under  their  control.

Visits  were  continued  during  the  year  to  tho  houses  of  this  type  of 
family,  and  as  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  these  families  being  tenants 
of  Council  controlled  property,  it  has  boon  possible  to  carry  out  further 
repairs  and  improvements  to  increase  tho  standard,  of  tho  1 iving  conditions 
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which  previously  existed. 

With  the  exception  of  one  case,  I  can  report  distinct  improvement,  and 
this  is  being  reasonably  well  maintained* 

The  case  I  refer  to  will,  I  rogret  to  say,  require  drastic  action  either 
by  this  Council  or  the  County* s  Welfare  Officers < 

The  co-operation  of  the  County  Council* s  Health  Officials,  with  these 
families,  is  appreciated,  and  the  meetings  which  jiave  been  held  at  frequent 
intervals  to  discuss  the  problems  which  are  constantly  arising  have  also  been 
helpful,

Unsatisfactory  Samples 

The  percentage  of  unsatisfactory  samples  (16.7/j)  is  rather  high, 
but  legal  proceedings  wore  not  warranted  in  any  instance.  The  chief  reason 
for  these  samples  being  unsat is facto ry  was  due  to  the  shopkeepers  concerned 
retaining  old  stock  which,  unknown  to  them,  had  deteriorated  in  quality.  Details 
of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  are  as  follows. 

Although  there  is  no  official  standard  for  sausage,  the  Public  Analyst 
certified  an  informal  sample  of  Beef  Sausage,  taken  at  a  school  canteen,  to  bo 
deficient  in  meat  content.  Unfortunately  the  bulk  of  the  sausage  moat  had  been 
used  for  meals  and  it  was  not  possible  to  obtain  a  formal  sample  on  which  action 
might  have  been  taken.  However,  any  direct  action  is  difficult  duo  to  there 
being  no  official  standard  and  the  difficulty  will  continue  until  such  times  as 
the  Ministry  re-introduces  a  standard  for  sausage. 
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A  bottlo  of  Blackcurrant  Syrup  labelled,  ulIado  with  tho  juico  of 
fresh  blackcurrants  which  have  a  greater  Vitamin  C  content  than  orange 
juicon,  sent  as  an  informal  sample,  was  found  to  contain  less  than  one- 
fifth  of  tho  Vitamin  G  content  of  orange  juico.  The  bottlo  sampled  was 
found  to  be  from  stock  two  or  three  years  old.  Only  one  other  bottlo 

remained  in  the  shop  and  this  was  withdrawn  from  sale.  The  bottle  did 
not  bear  the  name  and  address  of  the  manufacturer  and  as  it  was  not  possible 
to  obtain  a  formal  sample,  duo  to  the  limited  quantity  available,  no  further 
action  was  taken. 

A  sample  of  Bronchial  Mixture,  certified  to  be  deficient  in  chloroform, 
\/as  found  to  bo  from  old  stock  and  tho  retailer  was  advised  to  withdraw  tho 
article  from  sale. 

Another  patent  medicine,  ChilVea  Exixir,  complied  with  tho  label  on  tho 
bottle,  but  not  with  a  claim  made  in  a  newspaper  advertisement.  It  was 
found  that  this  sample  was  from  old  stock  manufactured  before  tho  claims 
were  made  in  tho  newspaper  and  in  fact  a  further  sample  submitted  to  the 
Analyst  complied  with  both  the  label  and  advertisement. 

Milk  Broad  was  certified  to  bo  deficient  in  milk  solids.  Again  there 
is  no  standard  for  this  article,  but  as  investigations  arc  proceeding  into 
a  standard  for  milk  broad,  it  was  decided  to  take  no  further  action  in  tho 
matter  on  this  occasion. 

FOOD  KYGIBHE  REGULATIONS,  1955. 

Inspections  have  been  made  under  these  Regulations,  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  report  that  traders  generally  are  cooperating  willingly  in  giving  attention 
to  the  many  problems  which  are,  in  some  instances,  confronting  them. 

The  main  object  has  been  to  raise  the  general  standard  of  food  hygiene 
in  all  premises*  This,  it  must  be  appreciated,  cannot  be  done  at  once, 
but  time  will  show  the  results  of  the  efforts  now  being  put  into  the  work. 

MILK  BE GULA.T  I01IS  1936-49. 

Tho  sampling  of  milk  is  not  in  itself  sufficient  to  guarantee  a 
wholesome  supply.  Consequently,  routine  visits  have  to  be  made  at  frequent 
intervals  to  chock  on  the  condition  of  tho  premises,  the  methods  of 
processing  and  the  maintenance  of  tho  facilities  provided  fox*  the  cleansing 
of  the  various  utensils  prior  to  bringing  the  same  into  use  again. 

From  experience  it  has  been  found  that,  in  dairies  where  the  sampling 
record  is  excellent  and  failures  are  rare,  unless  this  periodical  visit  is 
made,  the  general  hygienic  standard  of  the  premises  has  a  tendency  to 
deteriorate. 
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The  supply  of  milk  to  the  various  schools  in  the  Council's  area  is 
the  same  as  that  set  out  in  the  1953  Report,  I  have  no  record  that  any 
school  was  without  a  supply  of  liquid  milk  during  the  year.  The  first 
choice,  for  this  purpose,  has  been  pasteurised  milk,  but  if  this  was  not 
available,  T.T.  milk  was  supplied. 

Appreciation  is  extended  to  Dr,  J.S,  Faulds,  and  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  service,  for  their  continued  cooperation  in  the  examination  of 
mill;  samples  end  explanations  received  after  testing.

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REFUSE  OOLIECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Apart  from  minor  troubles  which  caused  occasional  delays,  a  weekly 
collection  service  was  maintained  in  the  ilillom  and  Seascale  Areas,  In 
the  other  Parishes  the  usual  service  was  continued,  with  an  additional 
collection  having  now  been  put  into  operation  in  the  more  populated  parts 
of  the  Parishes  of  Ravenglass  and  Drigg* 

Due  to  the  continual  breakdown  of  the  Dennis  No,  1#  Refuse  Vehicle,  which 
has  been  in  use  for  12  years,  arrangements  are  being  made  to  replace  this 
during  the  next  financial  year. 

Owing  to  the  Local  Authority  and  Private  housing  development  which  is 
now  talcing  place  throughout  the  area,  the  public  cleansing  service  has 
considerably  increased,  and  the  four  vehicles  now  in  use  arc  working  to  full 
capacity.  In  the  circumstances  now  prevailing,  consideration  is  going  to 
have  to  bo  given  to  the  purchase  of  a  further  vehicle  which  could  be  brought 
into  use,  should  repairs  or  major  overhauls  be  necessary  to  any  of  the  other 
vehicles. 

Mess  room  facilities  are  provided  for  the  employees,  together  with  hot 
•and  cold  water  services,  soap  and  towels. 

The  tipping  site  on  The  Mains,  which  receives  the  refuse  from  tho  Millom 
Area,  will  bo  completed  within  the  next  six  months,  and  negotiations  arc  in 
progress  for  a  new  site. 

With  the  exception  of  final  clearing  up,  the  tipping  site  at  Mains gate 
Road  is  now  finished.
